Last week Judge Cross decided 
against the allowance of the pay 
of deputies of county officers, 
whereat the Visalia Time is greatly 
troubled for fear the county can- 
not govern itself, and it calls upon 
the supervisors to legislate under 
the provisions of the Duckworth Bill 
jer create three new offices — 
lregister of deeds at $4,000; tran- 
scriber at $3,500; and clerk of the 
board of supervisors at $2,000, 
making only $9,500 more for Vi- 
salia officers, all of which is a very 
fine panacea for hungry politicans;

There are no known plans suggest- 
ed on any of the great issues in 
anything like practical form. Bet- 
ter to commence at the founda- 
tion and build upon a solid basis. 

It is a queer spectacle that in 
this great republic of more than 
three million square miles, possess- 
ing resources practically inexhaust- 
ible, there is an army of unem- 
ployed numbers at millions, ready 
to march on Washington to de- 
mand legislation for their relief. 

It would certainly be the largest 
living petition ever presented to 
Congress, or to any other body. 
But undisciplined soldiers and crank 
leaders, who cannot and will not be 
satisfied, may become unruly and 
precipitate trouble.

Enterprise, just as they advertise. 
today in today's newspapers, but 
the items and the format were a 
bit different in those "good old 
days." 

For instance, P. P. Davis, in his 
general merchandise store, offer- 
ed furniture, grocéries, provisions, 
stoves, tinware, ladies’ and gents’ 
furnishings, plus a full line of cas- 
kets and shrouds, along with-an un- 
dertaking service. He also was! 
agent for several fire insurance 
companies, and a notary public. 

Wilko Mentz (who later became 
Porterville's first mayor) offered to- 
bacco, cigars, lumber, hats and 
caps, sewing machines and groc- 
eries — the latter cheap for cash. 

The Pioneer Land company want- 
ed settlers, offering parcels of 10, 
20, and 40-acre lots on very favor- 
able terms, and with free water. 

R. Porter Putnam, the founder 
of Porterville, advertised patent 
medicines, blankets, the Buckeye 
‘mower, farm and spring wagons, 
wall paper, shoes, whips, several 
hundred acres of choice river-bot- 
tom land, cigars, tobacco and allj 
kinds of agricultural implements; 
he also was agent for several fire 
insurance companies. 

Robert Baker, who started Por- 
terville's second general merchan- 
dise store, advertised a large stock 
of fresh and reliable goods, and 
said that in lieu of money, he 
would take farmers’ produce in ex- 
change—and at the highest market 
prices. 

Hing Sing had a new laundry
